Conferring tha Borretta on the Em- 


inent Catholic Prelate, 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 6.—The second step In 


the elaborate ceremony of elevating Fran- 
cis Saiolli, arciibisbop of Lopanto, and 
apostolic delegate to the United States, to 
the rank of cardinal, prince of the church, 
took pjaoa In tho venerable cathedral here 
yesterday. The ceremony consisted of con- 
ferring the berretta, which is the cap worn 
by priests on ordinary occasions, and dif- 
fering only in the case of cardinals in that 
It Is red. The preceding steps have been 
the conferring of the zuchetto, or red skull 
cap, 
and the administering of the oath. 


The remaining step is the conferring of 
the red hat. which must be done in Rome 
by the pope himself, within six months 
from Nov. 80, the day upon which Satolli's 
appointment was made. 


The old edifice in which the ceremony- 


took place, and in which the first Ameri- 
can bishop was ordained and the first 
American priest ordained, and which is 
presided over by the only American born 
member of the college of cardinals, was 
packed to the doors with an audience 
which numbered among its members 
many of the most prominent ecclesiastics, 
diplomats, legislators, educators and jour- 
nalists in America, including Tics Presi- 
dent Stevenson and numerous congress- 
men, 
senators, judgas and minor officials, 


while diplomats of high degree came to 
represent foreign povernroonts. Marquis 
Sacripanti, of the Noble Guard, was there 
as the bearer of the zuchetto and berretta, 
andMgr. Sb.urotti as ths direct representa- 
tive of the poixs. 


The ceremonies were very elaborate, in- 


cluding a procession in which were all the 
leading church dignitaries in then? prince- 
ly robes of office. Catholic university stu- 
dents, monks and priests. The interior 
of the cathedral was beautifully decorated 
with plants, and liera tho services, which 
were witnessed by a vast audience, were 
solemnly impressive, and included ad- 
dresses by Cardinals Gibbons and Satolli 
and Mgr. Sbarretti and a sermon by Arch- 
bishop E!ain,.of St. Louis. The ceremonies 
coneludedi,with the" apostolic benediction, 
pronounced'by. Cardinal Gibbona byspe- 
,cial dispensation from the pope.

So Surrender Suzerainty Over the Trans- 


vaal Would be 8. Shameful Concessiou. 


Jan. 8. — The South African 


trouble completely absorbs public atten- 
tion. It is ahnost; and accepted fact that 
the message of the German emperor to the 
president of the Transvaal means avowed 
hostility to England. He flouts at Great 
Britain's suzerainty over the Transvaal. 
To surrender that claim would be the most 
shameful concession iu England's history 
for two centuries. The possibility of it ia 
scornfully rejected by the entire English 
press, Tory and Liberal alike. 


Rhodes only makes way as premier to a 


tried and loyal lieutenant. While in office 
he waa a responsible official of the queen, 
and could only traitorously 
conspire 


against her government. His silence and 
inaction while another lieutenant is iu 
the Transvaal remains unexplained. 


A dispatch from Johannesburg gives a 


brief report of an interview had with Dr. 
Jameson, who was sent as a prisoner to 
Pretoria. "I only crossed the frontier," 
said the doctor, "because of the urgent ap- 
peals made by the inhabitants of Johan- 
nesburg, an:l because 1 fully believed that 
large numbers of my countrymen and 
country women were in dire peril of their 
lives. It was only to pave them and pro- 
tect them that I moved, I could huva 
beaten the Boers if ths ocopla of Johan- 
nesburg had made any effort to help them- 
selves, which I was lad to expect they 
would do. We fought until we were drop- 
ping to the ground exhausted and our am- 
munition hud been s;j«nt." 


Dispatches to The Times from Johannes- 


burg show that the citizens were well 
armed and organized under tha leadership 
of Colonel Frank Rhodes and Mr. Farrar 
to secure the redress of grievances without 
Intending an offensive increment, but 
only desiring to show the government that 
they were ready to ficht it they wore com- 
pelled to do sy. Meantime the reform com- 
mittee pledged thfauiselvis to abstain from 
Tiolence and not to aJd Dr. Jameson.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.—The street rail-

Mayor Pingree's Veto Sustained. 


DETROIT, Jan. 8.—Mayor Pingree last 


night presented the city council with his 
veto of the ordinance by which the fran- 
chises of the Citizens' Street Railway 
company were to have been extended to 
thirty years, with eight for a quarter 
tickets and uve cents for transfers. The 
veto was sustained by a vote of 25 to 6, al- 
though the ordinance had passed by 19 
affirmative votes last week. 
The com- 


pany's presant franchises, which are good 
for about fourteen years, permit the charg- 
ing of five cent fares, but eight for a quar- 
ter tickets are being sold as an experiment 
in view of the new Detroit railway's com- 
petition at the same price.

SATOLLI’S E 


Conferring tho Borretta on the Em­ 
inent Oatiiolic Prelate. 


B altimore, Jau. C.—Tho second step In 
tho elaborate ceremony of elevating Fran­ 
cis Satolli, archbishop of Lopanto, and 
Apostolic dftlctfate to the United States, to 
tho rank of cardinal, prince of tho church, 
took pjaoa In tho venerable cathedral here 
yesterday. The coromony consisted of con­ 
ferring the berretta, which is tho cap worn 
by priests on ordinary occasions, and dif­ 
fering only in tho case of cardinals in that 
It Is red. Tho preceding stops have been 
the conferring of tho zuchotto, or red skull 
cap, and the administering of tho oath. 
Tho remaining step is tho conferring of 
tho red hat, which must bo done in Romo 
by the pope himself, within six montlio 
from Nov. 80, tho day upon whioh Satolli's 
appointment was mado. 


The old ediileo in which tho coromony 
took place, and in which tho first Ameri­ 
can bishop was ordained and the first 
American priest ordained, and which is 
presided over by tho only Amorican born 
member of tho collogo of cardinals, was 
packed to tho doors with an audience 
which numbered among 
its members 
many of the most prominent ecclesiastics, 
diplomats, legislators, educators and jour­ 
nalists in America, including Vico Presi­ 
dent Stevenson and numerous congress­ 
men, senators, judgos ond minor officials, 
while diplomats of high dogreo camo to 
represent foreign governments. Marquis 
Sacripantl, of the Noblo Guard, was there 
&s the bearer of tho zuchetto and borretta, 
andMgr. Sbarrottl as tho direct representa­ 
tive of the pupa 


The ceremonies were very elaborate, in­ 
cluding a procession in which were all the 
leading church dignitaries in their prince­ 
ly robes of office. Catholic university stu- 
donts, monks and priests. Tho interior 
of the cathcdral was beautifully decorated 
with plants, and here tho services, which 
were witnessed by a vast audience, were 
solemnly impressive, and included ad­ 
dresses by Cardinals Gibbons and Satolli 
and Mgr. Sbarrotti and a sermon by Arch­ 
bishop Kain, of St. Louis. The coremonies 
concluded with the apostolic benediction, 
pronounced by Cardinal Gibbons by spe­ 
cial dispensation from tho popo.

Co Surrender Sir/oraluty Ovor the Trans­ 
vaal W ould bo & Shamoful Concession. 
London, Jan. 8.—The South African 
trouble completely absorbs public atten­ 
tion. It is almost and accepted fact that 
tho message of the German emperor to the 
proaident of tho Transvaal means avowed 
hostility to England. Ho flouts at Great 
Britain's suzerainty over the Transvaal. 
To surrender that claim would bo tho most 
Bhameful concession in England's history 
for two centuries. The possibility of it is 
scornfully rejected by tho cntiro English 
press, Tory and Liberal alike. 


Rhodes only makes way as premier to a 
tried and loyal lieutenant. While in office 
he was a responsible official of the queen, 
and could only traitorously conspire 
against her government. His silence and 
inaction while anothor lieutenant is in 
the Transvaal remains unexplained. 


A dispatch from Johannesburg gives a 
brief report of an interview had with Dr. 
Jameson, who was sent as a prisoner to 
Pretoria. 
“1 only crossed the frontier,” 
said tho doctor, ubecause of the urgent ap­ 
peals made by tho inhabitants of Johan­ 
nesburg, and becauso I fully believed that 
large numbers of my countrymen and 
country women were in dire peril of their 
lives. It was only to nave them and pro­ 
tect them that I moved. I could havo 
boaton the Boera if the people of Johan­ 
nesburg had mado any effort to help them­ 
selves, which I was led to expect they 
would do. We fought until wo were drop­ 
ping to tho ground exhausted and our am­ 
munition had been spent.” 


Dispatches to The Times from Johannes­ 
burg show that tho citizens wore well 
armed and organized under the leadership 
of Colonel IT rank Rhodes and Mr. Farrar 
to secure tho redress of grievances without 
Intending an offensive movement, but 
only desiring to show the government that 
they were ready to fight if they wore com­ 
pelled to do so. Meantime the reform com­ 
mittee pledged themselves to abstain from 
violence and not to aid Dr. Jameson.

Capable ot Littin? 100 Tons. 


League Island Navy Yard will soon 


have hoisting shears capable of lifting 
a weight of 100 tons. 
Contractor 


John Tizard is now at work with n 
large force of men erecting these 
shears, which will be the largest in 
this country, with the single excep- 
tion of those at the shipyard of the 
Maryland Steel Company, at Spar- 
row's Point, near Baltimore, Md., 
which landed the great Krnpp 120-ton 
gnu. The shears at League Island are 
intended to handle heavy gnus and 
machinery. 
The weight of 
these 


shears is 110 tons, and the two front 
legs are 120 feet high, while the back 
leg is 140 feet long. By 'means of an 
immense screw, running horizontally 
through the base of the back leg, the 
tap of the ehears cur. be moved back- 
ward and forward forty-five feet ont 
over the water, or twenty-fire feet in- 
ward from the edge of the wharf. The 
screw is sixty-eight feet long, eleven 
inches in diameter and weighs fourteen 
tons. The shears stand on the Broad 
street wharf, each of the front legi 
resting on an iron pedestal two feet by 
three feet, upon massive concrete 
foundations. 
A steel rope. 1} inches 


in diamnter, 1809 feet longjand weigh- 
ing five tons, will be used for hoist- 
ing. There are two separate engines, 
of fifty horse power each. The shear* 
were constructed by the Tacony Iroz 
and Metal Company and the cost oi 
the whole apparatus, including th< 
machinery, will be between $38,00( 
and 840,000.—Philadelphia Record.

Cavalrymen to Be Mounted on Motor 


Cycles and ArtllleryJIIuuled With- 
out Mules—A Moving Fort. 


T TORSELESS

JL army before very 
long. 


C 
General Miles is now study- 


ing the question, and later the army 
may purchase or have built a horseless 
vehicle to be tested at one of the 
posts. 


Before many generations, it is pre- 


dicted, battles will be fought by na- 
vies, so to speak, patrolling the land 
as well as the sea, in ironclad vessels. 
True, the horseless vehicle, as we now 
know it, cannot bo depended upon to 
climb fences, run over steep rocks or 
such obstacles, but it is contended 
that with these machines in use will 
come good roads. 


The value of movable forts was 


greatly appreciated in ancient war- 
fare, but modern rapid movements in 
battle made them useless; but with 
these forts propelled by steam their 
utility becomes at once apparent. An 
armored fortress moved by a power 
from within, and containing a picked 
body ol sharpshooters, could work 
havoc on an enemy. 


The army wagon has always played 


an important part in the protection 
of small bodies of men attacked from 
ambush on the march. Where there 
is animal power exposed, however, that 
propelling force is soon exterminated 
with a single bullet. The horse is 
much more easily hit than the man. 
War statistics, including all the world's 
battles fought between 1800 and 1865, 
show that for every 100 cavalry or ar- 
tillery soldiers killed there were 120 
horses. But a traveling fort could not 
be destroyed nearly so quickly as a 
warship, for the reason that there is 
no water to rash into the former. A 
hundred holes can be shot clear 
through it, and yet ifc will go on unless 
the vital machinery be broken. 


The adoption of the horseless vehi- 


cle, as is contemplated, for the simple 
army train, may lead to the adoption 
of these armored ?and vessels some 
day. 
At each of its forty-one military 


posts our army employs two or more 
wagons. There are two styles of army 
wagons prescribed bv the Quartermas- 
ter-General. 
The larger, the six-mile 


wagon, is for transporting army sup- 
plies to and from railroad stations on 
the frontier posts. The other, known 
as the escort wagon, is pulled by two 
or four mules. 
Ifc is used in the more 


thickly settled regions for the same 
purpose, as well as for official errands. 


These wagons have been used in the 


army since the war, with but little 
alteration. 
Both would be important 


factors of the army train in the event 
of war with a foreign Power. 
They 


are slow, but sure, as are the Govern- 
ment mules which draw them. But 
the Government mule will not long be 
in use in these advanced days, when 
all the armies of the world are striving 
to solve the problem of rapid transit. 


The movement is fast on foot to 


mount our regular soldiers, as well as 
militiamen, on bicycles. When these 
are in use marches of a hundred miles 
or more will be made in the light of 
ona day. Forced ones of double length 
will easily be made in twenty-four 
hours. The bicycle needs but a little 
oil and is always ready. It is, there- 
fore, apparent to progressive military 
men that with the advent of the bicy- 
cle must come the advent of the horse- 
less carriage in the army provinon 
train. 


Another important bearing of the 


compact road motor upon modern 
warfare will be the possibility of haul- 
ing field cannon without the aid of 
horses. The field piece is the clum- 
siest of all instruments of warfare to 
manage during a retreat For this 
reason alone cannon are so often de- 
serted in the field to fall into the 
hands of the enemy. 


When good roads make the horse- 


less conveyance popular we will have 
to propel our cannon at a rapid rate, 
on the march, to keep up with the 
rapid pace of the bicycle cavalry and 
infantry, and the provision wagons 
propelled by the storage battery, 
naphtha, gasoline, petroleum and 
other motors. 


It is said that a New Jersey inven- 


tor has prepared plans for an acety- 
line automobile carriage, soon to be 
built and run in Washington this win- 
ter. 
This promises to be a very cheap 


motor, employing the new gas re- 
nowned for its low rate of cost. 


Developments in the lightness, com- 


pactness and power of motors will 
also probably permit air-ships to be 
made and utilized in war. 


A striking vista of a great military 


engagement a centnrj hence now be- 
gins to appear to the mind's eye. 
Imagine that a great foreign host u 
falling in upon us. Myriads of float- 
ing fortresses are guarding our shores 
from far ont to sea. Our seacoasts are 
scattered with impenetrable fortiica- 
tiona bajlt at every point which might 
prove tempting and beneficial to an 
enemy. 


Oar armor covered cavalry fly about 


tho country upon their two-wheeled 
war horses of steel, propelled by pow- 
erful light motors. Rapid monitors 
patrol the continent, now netted with 
glazed highways, and flocks of war- 


rior birds, driven by c>ompaot engines, 
soar above the enemy's fleets or forces, 
dropping death upon them, as did the 
fabulous rocs, tho giant birds told of 
in the "Arabian Nights."—New York 
Herald.

He thinks a 
mistake is made in using pine lumber 
as building material and in the meth- 
od of construction of partition walls, 
most of which are hollow and are 
geniine fire traps. He recommends 
solid walls to be built, either of brick 
and mortar or of mud and bamboo 
wattle, after the style in Ceylon. Mr. 
Strouter says that the Ceylon bamboo 
is almost impervious to fire and that 
where it is used as a building material 
in that country no conflagration has 
ever been known. He thinks bamboc 
could be grown in parts of the United 
States. — New Orleans Picayune.

A Curious Migration.

pany was selling land in small tracts 
to hundreds of American families, and 
he found n record of no less than 513 
homestead entries made by settlers 
from the United States, representing 
1552 persons. 


Mr. Thompson was curious to dis- 


cover the motives which led these 
American farmers to leave their own 
country. 
Many individual reason; 


were given, but the main cause, as 
Mr. Thompson says, is to be found in 
the fact that the desirable public lands 
have been exhausted by entries or 
gobbled up by the "great railroad mo- 
nopolists in the United States. 
In 


British Columbia there is almost an 
inexhaustible supply of farming land 
suitable for stock raising and grain 
culture, to be had on terms quite as 
favorable as those extended to Ameri 
can settlers in their own country. 


Mr. Thompson suggests as a remedy 


for this emigration the reclamation o) 
the vast arid region of the Uniteo 
States by irrigation. This would oper 
np an immense region for settlement 
and in a climate more moderate that 
that of the Far North.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Exposition at Tokyo. 


Some of the enterprising citizens of 


Tokyo have organized a company to 
promote the plan of holding an interna- 
tional exposition in that city five yeari 
hence. They have selected a site on 
a low island in the river opposite the 
foreign concession called Tsukiji (pro- 
nounced Skeegee), where most of the 
missionaries and other foreigners live, 
and propose to raise It several feet 
above the high water mark by dredg- 
ing a deeper channel. Fifty or sixty 
acres have already been reclaimed, and 
demonstrate that the scheme is prac- 
ticable. It is estimated that 250 acres 
can be reclaimed and made perma- 
nently valuable for a park or manufac- 
turing purposes for about as many dol- 
lars. It is expected that the govern- 
ment will take hold of the matter very 
shortly and lay before the new parlia- 
ment a detailed plan for the proposed 
exposition.

But, in 
size, at least, a rival is now being 
made ready for a massive belfry in the 
suburbs o'f Cincinnati, where it is 
soon to ring out the loudest peal that 
has ever vibrated upon the free air of 
America. The new bell is to weigh 
nearly fifteen tone, and the great bell 
in the cathedral at Montreal, hitherto 
the largest oa the American continent, 
weighs less than thirteen tons. The 
largest in England, the Westminster 
bell, weighs about the same, while one 
in Vienna, the largest in actual use in 
Europe, weighs about twenty tons. 
The monster of Moscow, which lies 
broken and prostrate, weighed more 
than 200 tons, Out it was simply 
a huge mistake, which having failed 
as a bell is now used as a chapel. It 
is stated, too, that there is a mon- 
stronsity somewhere in China that 
weighs about sixty tons. 


The great Chinese cat call is said to 


be about fourteen feet in height and 
shaped like a barrel. The Cincinnati 
bell, which is modelled alter a bell in 
Erfurt, Prussia, is accounted the 
sweetest in the world, is seven feet 
in height and nine in diameter at the 
base. 
The clapper will weigh 640 


poudds. It is stipulated that the bell 
shall be so poised that" one man can 
ring it.

culiar and difficult task.

The medallions, 
for example, after being designed by 
the artist, and passing through a whole 
series of transformations, must at last 
be accurately impressed upon the clay 
of the mould, an operation requiring 
great dexterity. 


The metal used is the usual alloy ol 


copper and tin in the ratio of 78 to 
22. No other metals or proportions 
give so satisfactory a result. The 
idea that an admixture of silver wil 
sweeten the tone is a popular de 
[usion. 


From the foundry the bell will be

The ornamentation of the Cincin- 


nati bell is believed to be more elab- 
orate than that of any other in exist- 
ence. Civic and ecclesiastical decora- 
tions will both have place, making it 
at once an emblem of patriotic feeling 
and a consecrated instrument of wor- 
ship. Encircling the body of the bell, 
just above the sounding blow, is 
the Latin text of the Lord's prayer in 
true Gothic characters about seven 
inches high. Above this, on the civic 
half, the American eagle hovers over 
the great seal of the United States. 
Beneath this is the seal of Ohio, 
pierced by the staffs that support the 
Stars and Stripes, which fall in grace- 
ful folds on either side; and beneath 
this is the seal of the city of Cincin- 
nati. Medallions of the deceased 
donor and family complete the design. 
On the ecclesiastical half, under the 
surmounting tiara, is a medallion of 
Pope Leo XtlL, with his seal beneath 
it. Just below is the medallion of the 
Bight Rev. William Henry Elder, 
Archbishop 
of Cincinnati, through 


which are crossed the staffs of the 
Papal banners. Bight and left of this

IiATK TURKEYS. 


While it is generally an advantage 


to have the turkeys hatched as early 
as it can be done safely, there is no 
need to feel discouraged about those 
that come later in the season.

year we had a brood hatched as late 
as the middle of August by a heii 
which stole her nest and then looked 
after her brood to such good purpose 
that three mentis later they came up 
to the barn -with tbe rest of the flock 
in better condition than some hatched 
a month earlier and on whose bringing 
up We had expended our best care. 
We did not market these late birds 
until after the Christmas holidays, 
bnt they brought a better price then 
than the early hatched birds sold for 
at Thanksgiving, when the market was 
awamped by an enormous supply of 
birds, fit and unfit, which many tur- 
key raieers have mistakenly rushed for- 
ward.—New York World. 


OBTJBS IN A COW'S BACK. 


These large white grubs are the 


larvae of the cattle bot fly, known as 
hypoderma bovis, a large fly that 
buzzes around cattle in the months of 
July and August, laying its eggs on 
the hair as does the horse bot fly. 
The cattle, licking themselves, take off 
the eggs, which are swallowed, and 
turning to small grubs in the stomach 
they begin to bore their way through 
the stomach into the muscles of the 
back, where they lie, breathing 
through a small hole made in the 
skin, and living on the pus secreted 
in consequence of 
the irritation 


caused by them. They will soon force 
their way out of their burrows in the 
cows, and fall to the ground, into 
which they bore their way and change 
to a pupa or chrysalis, changing to the 
fly in the late summer. 
To kill them 


this time of the year, squeeze them 


out of the hole and crush them. 
If 


this is not done easily, enlarge tbe 
whole somewhat by cutting with a 
Bharp knife. 
If this were done by all 


Concerned, there would be an end of 
this pest, which it is said, damages 
the hides of cattle to the extent of 
$20,000,000 yearly in the whole of 
North America.—New York Times. 


INFLUENCE OP CLIMATE ON FOLIAGB. 
Professor Strasburger is 
one of 


those eminent European botanists to 
whom students in plant life have 
looked up to as among their greatest 
teachers, and it is therefore with some 
surprise that Americans read a recent 
paper of his in connection with the in- 
fluence of climate on the structure of 
leaves. He takes for an illustration 
the European beech. He says that 
when the beech produces its leaves in 
the deep shade cf the forest, they are 
larger and finer than the leaves of the 
same tree exposed to full sunlight, and 
from this he deduces a general princi- 
ple that abundance of sunlight to a 
dry atmosphere is the reason why 
leaves are thick and small. Yet it 
has been for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury placed on record and admitted as 
an undeniable fact that, in the etae of 
allied species of European and Ameri- 
can trees, the leaves of the American 
are larger and thinner than the leaves 
of the European. The American lin- 
den has larger and thinner leaves than 
the European linden. So has the 
American sweet chestnut, American 
oak, American bnttonwood or syca- 
more, and, in fact, all American trees 
that have close European allies. And 
yet no one will contend for a moment 
that the English climate is dryer, or 
that there is more light or more long- 
continued sunlight in England than 
America. 
It is unfortunate when 


great authorities like Strasburger at- 
tempt to found .great scientific truths 
on such slender materials.—Meehan's 
Monthly.

Station Becord, Volume 7, No. 2, 
some interesting data are given con* 
- -ning maple sugar and sirup, which 


ere taken from the New Hampshire 


ent Station Bulletin No. 25. 
A. H. Wood and P. W. Morse 


•eported their conclusions based upon 
Ve analyses of twenty-six samples of 
maple sirup and of nineteen samples 
maple sugar. Their conclusions are 
jiven as follows: 


Experiments in letting sap stand for 


fresh eap. 
Ono sample produced by 


boiling two quarts of sap in a large 
glass beaker until .it was thick sirup, 
without addition of sap and without 
skimming, had little more color than 
the sup from which it had been made. 
This sap was from covered buckets, 
and was thoroughly strained through 
cloth before boiling. 


Sap filtered through quartz sand pro- 


duced a sirup in no way superior to 
the preceding, while one filtered 
through boneblack lost almost entirely 
the characteristic maple flavor. 


Sap mixed with rain water gave a 


sirup objectionably dark colored. 


Park sugars contained less saccharose 


and more reducing sugars than light 
sugars, and had a much lower purity 
coefficient.—Scientific American. 


EEIiECTION OF APPLES FOB PLANTISO. 
In the selection of varieties of apples 


for planting a commercial orchard,the 
wants of the marke; where the fruit is 
to be sold requires consideration. 
In 


localities near to large towns where 
usually a quick and steady market can 
be found for summer and autumn 
apples, early varieties will be found 
most profitable for the reason that 
early varieties come into bearing 
young, are more productive, and are 
handled with less trouble and expense. 
Early sorfc.i are quickly perishable and 
cannot be held over for future sales ae 
readily ae winter varieties, in case of a 
glut in the market. 


Pew varieties of apples have a wide 


general adaptation for 
commercial 


planting. 
The intending planter oi 


an orchard can do no better than con- 
sult his neighbors who are practical 
fruit growers and find out whal 
varieties succeed best and pay the 
most dollars with them. 
Sometimes a 


variety with only a local reputation, 
known only within a limited range oi 
territory, succeeds far better within 
its range than any of the standard 
sort?. Where such varieties have been 
well tested and can be obtained, plant 
a fair proportion of them. As a rule, 
it is better to purchase nursery stock 
propogated as near as possible (othei 
conditions being equal) to the place 
where it is to be finally planted. 
li 


sometimes requires a number of years 
for young trees to recover, if they 
ever do fully, from abrupt changes in 
climate and soil. If trees are to be 
procured from a distance it is bettei 
to buy those grown farthest to the 
north in preference to those grown to 
the south. 


Buy nursery stock direct from the 


grower when possible, as there is less 
likelihood of getting varieties not true 
to name. Varieties sometimes get un- 
accountably mired and mistakes often 
occur with the most carefully nursery- 
men. "When stock passes through the 
hands of one or more dealers wh 
generally know little and care les 
about names, the 
danger is etil 


greater. 
Insist on 
receiving the 


varieties ordered and do not let thi 
nurseryman substitute some othe 
variety "equally as good" that you 
know nothing about, for nine time 
out of ten it will be a sort that nobod; 
cares to know any thing about. —Ameri 
can Agriculturist.

PASil AXD GARDEN NOTES. 


A great deal of soft corn is given to 


hogs which might much more profit 
ably lie given to cows that are giving 
milk. 


There is considerable nutrition in 


the succulent cob of soft corn, anc 
this is lost when the pig gets it. Give 
it to the cows. 


Sweet corn can be readily saved for 


seed, even while green, if the ear ia 
cut from the stalk and hung up to 
dry. It is still better if exposed, with 
the husk stripped f.om it, but at- 
tached to the butt, to a temperature 
of 120 degrees. 


It is the usual practice because most 


convenient to roll fields by going 
around the whole or dividing into sep- 
arate lands. Bnt there are frequent 
occasions, especially in the fall, where 
one part of a plowed field is better for 
being rolled, while other parts do bet- 
ter if left rough 03 the drill or drag 
has filled them. 


Hogs get too much corn on mosl 


farms. They will fatten better on 
more varied ration. Cows rechew all 
their food, and will waste very little 
if they are fed soft corn. It is an ex- 
cellent food to make rich milk, though 
of course care must betaken not tc 
feed enough to fatten the cow. This 
rarely happens when the cow is a good 
milker. 


Objectionable trees are killed in the 


best way by stripping the bark from 
them for a few feet from the ground 
just when the foliage is fully expand- 
ed in the spring. Leave the tree stand 
as it will, then continue to draw on 
the store house of the roots for sup- 
plies, without adding anything to it. 
When fall comes the roots are ex- 
hausted, and if the trees be cut down 
then no sprouts are likely to succeed 
it 


All food is composed of certain well- 


defined elements or compounds. Milk 
and flesh—including in the term fleaJb 
all that goes to build up the body o3 
an animal—milk and flesh are roughlj 
composed of the same dements, and 
if an animal takes a certain portion of 
ita food to make milk, so muoh less ii 
available for making flesh.

MAKING UP A TIME-TABLE 


MOVEMENT OF TRAINS PLOTTED 


OUT ON A BLA.CKBOABD. 


Pins Represent tbe Kxnct Starting 


Time and Arrival of Kach Tralu 
—The Use of Strings.

time-table is a more or less

perplexing thing, from which

study. Even when all seems plain 
sailing a little asterisk often carries 
the traveler to the bottom of the page 
with diabolical glee, and there informs 
him that the train upon which he has 
set his heart runs only Sundays, or 
does not ran Saturdays, or in some 
other way upsets his plans.

men say that time-tables are simpler 
than they were ten years ago. 


The operation of making up a time- 


table is a comparatively simple one as 
pursued by most roads. As a rule, the 
passenger time-table is made up twice 
a year, for the summer and winter 
seasons. 
In the General Superin- 


tendent's room in the Grand Central 
Station there stands a huge time 
board, which has made up a great 
many tables for the New York Central 
and Hudson Kiver Eailroad. 
It occu- 


pies half one side of the room, and 
extends from the floor to the ceiling. 
Upon it are ruled vertically twenty- 
four heavy black lines, the space be- 
tween each of which represents one 
hour. 
Between these are smaller 


black lines,which cut the hour up into 
spaces 
of five minutes each, the 


quarter-hours being green and the half- 
hours blue. 
From the bottom of the 


board, extending upward, the names 
of all the stations on the line are 
printed along the side. They are at 
varying intervals, corresponding to the 
distance in miles between each station. 
From each station a beavy black lino 
runs horizontally across the board. 
When a table ia made up, » pin is 
•stuck in the interval at the bottom of 
the board, representing: thi 
exact 


time at which each train starL 
An- 


other pin is placed at the 
.rval 


representing the time at whic , it will 
arrive. A string is then stretched 
from one pin to the other, and repre- 
sents the passage of the train. 
The 


points at which the string intersects 
the horizontal lines leading across the 
board from the different stations repre- 
sent the time at which it will pass each 
station. 


Trains running into New York are 


represented by strings running from 
left to right, and those going oat are 
shown from right to left. 
Supposing 


it is desired to start a train from New 
York at 4 o'clock which will arrive at 
Albany by 8 o'clock, a pia is placed at 
the 4 o'clock line at the bottom of the 
board and another at the S o'clock 
line opposite Albany. 
All the hori- 


zontal lines cat by the string which 
stretches from pin to pic will show 
the time of arrival at each station oa 
the route. 
The faster the train the 


neaicr to verfcicle is the string, while 
the slower it is the greater angle will 
the string make with the horizontal 
lines across the boari. 
When the 


trains are all placed on the board it 
presents a perfect network of strings. 
Intricate as it appears, a finger can in- 
stantly be put upon the time of ar- 
rival of a train at any given station. 
The movements of all trains are thus 
shown for the whole twenty-four 
hours, and any discrepancy is immecli 
ately apparent, such as trains running 
dangerously close together. 


This simplicity is only found on 


roads with four or six tracks. 
Where 


there is only a single track, the board 
is much more complex. 
As soon aa 


the tables are shown on the beard, and 
everything is seen to be all right, the 
results are printed in the time-tables, 
and tne board is rarely used until an- 
other table is make up. Where there 
is only one track the strings are al- 
ways kept on the board, which is in 
constant use. 


Freight trains are not often run on 


regular time. 
They are generally 


sent'out by the train dispatcher aa 
soon as they are made up and the road 
is clear. Some freights are, however, 
run on regular time, while the others, 
called extras, have to get along when 
they can, sidetracking when they 
would be in the way of passenger 
trains. 


All the calculations on the big time 


board are made upon the assumption 
that the train travels at a uniform 
speed throughout. 
When the rate of 


travel is not the same, owing to heavy 
grades or the like, allowances have to 
be made at those points where th« 
speed is lessened. 
The use of this 


board is not necessary when local 
trains are temporarily put oa or o3, 
and it is fully strung up only twica a 
year. —New York Tribune. 


ALASKAN BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 


An Earthquake at Sea.

The time is not far distant when, for 


the fourth time, the Uuitetl States will 
become involved iu au international 
boundary dispute. Tills time it will 
ujruln be with Great Britain, and the 
question at issue will be the exact lo- 
cation of the boundary line between 
southeastern Alaska and British Co- 
lumbia. "When the Russians transfer- 
red Alaska to the United States in 
1807 it was understood that the ques- 
tion of boundary was definitely set- 
tled. The authority for this belief was 
the-treaty between Russia and Great 
Britain, made in 1823. In this treaty 
it was agreed that the boundary of 
southeastern Alaska should be on the 
south, the line which later in the ad- 
ministration of Polk became so well 
known in the popular expression: "Fif- 
ty-four forty, or light." From Tort- 
land Channel, which indents the coast 
at this point, the line extending north 
always ten marine leagues from the 
ocean. The western boundary of the 
main body of Alaska was fixed at the 
141st degree of west longitude, placing 
it forever beyond dispute. 


Since that treaty the question of 


boundary has not been raised until 
within the last few years. When Sec- 
retary Seward paid Rusia $7,200,000 in 
gold for what was then popularly sup- 
posed to be an arctic wilderness few 
people thought that the vast area of 
land would ever be of sulficieut im- 
portance to even lend dignity to an in- 
ternational dispute. But since two of 
its smallest islands alone have con- 
trolled the sealskin supply of the world 
and its salmon fisheries have supplied 
the market and gold mines have been 
discovered in Alaska, the people of the 
United States have been slowly forced 
to acknowledge the wisuom aud fore- 
sight of Lincoln's Secretary of State in 
acquiring this valuable possession. 
Not so slow has England been in real- 
izing the situation and the possibility 
of her gaining control of the interior 
;old 
fields. 


The United States asserts that the 


boundary line runs parallel to the wind- 
ing of the bays and inlets indenting 
the coast, always ten marine leagues 
from salt water. 
The two construc- 


tions held to by England are: 1. That 
ten marine leagues from the ocean 
means that distance from the outer 
coast line of the many islands along 
the coast In this case the line would 
n many places not even reach the main- 
and. 
Another English construction of 


±e treaty is that the boundary should 
je measured from tlie general coast 
ine of the capes and points of land of 
:he mainland. The claim of the United 
States is simply for a strip of land thir- 
:y miles Avide extending from the main 
body of Alaska to Portland Channel.

Along 
the unbroken coast they are the only 
openings through which it is possible 
to reach the Yukon country and the in- 
terior. There can be little doubt that 
by sotting up the southern boundary 
claim England hopes by a compromise 
to obtain seaports at one or both of 
these inlets. In the controversy Eng- 
land can lo-c nothing she now pus-esses, 
but hopes to gain valuable territory

Capable ot Liltiusr 100 Tons. 


League Island Navy Yard will soon 
have hoisting shears cax^able of lifting 
a weight of 100 tons. 
Contractor 
John Tizard is now at work with a 
large force of 
men erecting 
theie 
shears, which will be the largest in 
this country, with the single excep- 
tion of those at the shipyard of the 
Maryland Steel Company, 
at Spar- 
row's Point, 
near 
Baltimore, Md., 
which landed the great Krupp 120-ton 
gun. 
The shears at League Island are 
intended to handle heavy guns and 
machinery. 
The 
weight 
of 
these 
shears is 110 tons, and the two front 
legs are 120 feet high, while the back 
leg is 14:0 feet long. 
By [means of an 
immense screw, running horizontally 
through the base of the back leg, the 
tap of the shears can be moved back- 
ward and forward forty-five feet out 
over the water, or twenty-five feet in- 
ward from the edge of the wharf. The 
screw is sixty-ei^ht feet long, eleven 
inches in diameter and weighs fourteen 
tons. 
The shears stand on the Broad 
street wharf, each of the front legi 
resting on an iron pedestal two feet by 
three feet, upon massive 
concrete 
foundations. 
A steel rope, I j inches 
in diameter, 1800 feet longjand weigh- 
ing five tons, will be used for hoist» 
ing. 
There are two separate engines, 
of iifty horse power each, 
The shear* 
were constructed by the Tacony Iror 
and Metal Company and the cost ol 
the whole apparatus, including th( 
machinery, will be between $38,00C 
and 
000, "Philadelphia Record.

HOBSfeLE5S VEHTOIiES 
MAY 
USED BT THE ARMT, 


Cavalrymen to Bo Mounted on Motor 
Cyclcs and ArtlllcryJMaulcd. With- 
out Mules—A. Movloff Korfc. 


ORSELESS 
vehicles 
will 
probably bo used in 
our 
army 
before 
very 
long. 
General Miles is now study- 
ing the question, and later the army 
may x^urchase or have built a horseless 
vehicle to be tested at one of tho 
posts. 


Before many generations, it is pre- 
dicted, battles will bo fought by na- 
vies, so to speak, patrolling the land 
as well as the sea, in ironclad vessels. 
True, the horseless vehicle, as we now 
know it, cannot bo depended upon to 
climb fences, run ovor steep rocks or 
such obstacles, but it is contended 
that with these machines in use will 
come good roads. 


The value of movable forts was 
greatly appreciated in ancient war- 
fare, but modern rapid movements in 
battle made them useless; but with 
these forts propelled by steam their 
utility becomes at once apparent. 
An 
armored fortress moved by a power 
from within, and containing a picked 
body ol sharpshooters, could work 
havoc on an enemy. 


The army wagon has always x>layod 
an important part in the protection 
of small bodies of men attacked from 
ambush on the march. 
Where there 
is animal power exposed, however, that 
propelling force is soon exterminated 
with a single bullet. 
The horse is 
much more easily hit than the man. 
War statistics, including all the world's 
battles fought between 1800 and 1865, 
show that for every 100 cavalry or ar- 
tillery soldiers killed there were 120 
horses. But a traveling fort could not 
be destroyed nearly so quickly as a 
warship, for the reason that there is 
no water to rush into the former. 
A 
hundred holes can 
be shot 
clear 
through it, and yet it will go on unless 
the vital machinery be broken. 


The adoption of the horseless vehi- 
cle, as is contemplated, for the simple 
army train, may lead to the adoption 
of these armored Jand vessels some 
day. 
At each of its forty-one military 
posts our army employs two or more 
wagons. 
There are two styles of army 
wagons x^rescribed bv the Quartermas- 
ter-General. 
The larger, the six-mile 
wagon, is for transporting army sup- 
plies to and from railroad stations on 
the frontier posts. 
The other, known 
as the escort wagon, is pulled by two 
or four mules. 
It is used in the more 
thickly settled regions for the same 
purpose, as well as for official errands. 


These wagons have been used in tho 
army since the war, with but little 
alteration. 
Both would be important 
factors of the army train in the event 
of war with a foreign Power. 
They 
are slow, but sure, as are the Govern- 
ment mules which draw them. 
But 
the Government mule will not long be 
in use in thes-e advanced days, when 
all the armies of the world are striving 
to solve the problem of rapid transit. 


The movement is fast on foot to 
mount our regular soldiers, as well as 
militiamen, on bicycles. 
When these 
are in use marches of a hundred miles 
or more will be made in the light of 
onQ day. Forced ones of double length 
will easily be made in twenty-four 
hours. 
The bicycle needs but a little 
oil and is always ready. 
It is, there- 
fore, apparent to progressive military 
men that with the advent of the bicy- 
cle must come the advent of the horse- 
less carriage in the army provi lion 
train. 


Another important bearing of the 
compact road motor upon modern 
warfare will be the possibility of haul- 
ing field cannon without the aid of 
horses. 
The field piece is tho clum- 
siest of all instruments of warfare to 
manage during a retreat, 
Por this 
reason alone cannon are so often de- 
serted in the field to fall into the 
hands of the enemy. 


When good roads make tho horse- 
less conveyance popular we will have 
to propel our cannon at a rapid rate, 
on tho march, to keep up with the 
rapid pace of the bicycle cavalry and 
infantry, and the provision wagons 
propelled by the 
storage 
battery, 
naphtha, 
gasoline, 
petroleum 
and 
other motors* 


It is said that a New Jersey inven- 
tor has prepared plans for an acety- 
line automobile carriage, soon to be 
built and rim in Washington this win- 
ter. 
This promises to be a very oheap 
motor, employing tho new gas re- 
nowned for its loy rate of cost. 


Developments in tho lightnfisa, com- 
pactness and power of motors will 
also probably permit air-ships to be 
made and utilized in war. 


A striking vista of a great military 
engagement a century hence now be- 
gins to ai^pear to the mind's 
eye. 
Imagine that a great foreign host is 
falling in upon us. 
Myriads of float- 
ing fortresses are guarding our shores 
from far out to sea. 
Our seacoasts are 
scattered with impenetrable fortifica- 
tione built at every point which might 
X^rove tempting and beneficial to an 
enemy. 


Our armor covered cavalry fly about 
tho country upon their two-wheeled 
war horses of eteel, propelled by pow- 
erful light motors. 
Kapid monitors 
patrol the continent, now netted with 
glazed highways, and flocks of irar* 


rior birds, driven by compact engines, 
soar above the enemy's fleets or forces, 
dropping death upon them, as did tho 
fabulous rocs, the giant birds told o£ 
in the "Arabian Nights."—New York 
Horald.

wattle, after the style in Ceylon. 
Mr. 
Strouter says that tho Ceylon bamboo 
is almost impervious to fire and that 
where it is used as a building material 
in that country no conflagration hat 
ever been known. 
He thinks bamboc 
could be grown in parts of the United 
States.—New Orleans Picayune,

A Curious Miirratioii. 


A -writer in the New England Maga- 
zine presents the results of his per- 
sonal investigation of a curious migra- 
tion that has been going on for a few 
fears past from the 
Northwestern 
portion of the United States to Mani- 
toba, Assiniboia, Alberta and 
othei 
portions of British Columbia lyini> 
north of tho Dakotas and Montana. 
According to S. A, Thompson, 
the 
writer of the article, a steadv stream 
of emigration trom the Nortnwestern 
portions of the United Stiites to the 
wheat-growing regions of British Co- 
lumbia mentioned has been noticeable 
for some time. 
In one place in Ab 
berta he found a settlement containing 
a population of about one thousand, 
of whom seven hundred were from the 
United States. 
He discovered that 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany was selling land in small tracts 
to hundreds of American families, and 
he found a record of no less than 513 
homestead entries made by settlers 
from the United States, representing 
1552 persons. 


Mr. Thompson was curious to dis- 
cover the motives which led these 
American farmers to leave their own 
country. 
Many individual 
reasons 
were given, but tho main cause, as 
Mr. Thompson says, i:^ to be found in 
the fact that the desirable public lands 
have been exhausted by entries or 
gobbled up by the 
railroad mo- 
nopolists in the United 
States. 
In 
British Columbia there is almost an 
inexhaustible supply of farming lanO 
suitable for stock raising and graic 
culture, to be had on terms quite as 
favorable as those extended to Ameri 
can settlers in their own country. 


Mr. Thompson suggests as a remed;y 
for this emigration the reclamation oJ 
the vast arid region of tho 
Uniteo 
States by irrigation. This would opet 
up an immense region for settlemenl 
and iu a climate more moderate thar 
that of the Far North.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Exposition at Tokyo. 


Some of the enterprising citlzong of 
Tokyo have organized a company to 
promote tho plan of holding an Interna, 
tional exposition In that city five yeari 
hence. 
They have selected a site on 
a low island la the river opposite the 
foreign concession called Tsnkiji (pro- 
nounced Skeegee). where most of the 
missionaries and other foreigners live, 
and propose to raise it several feet 
above the high water mark by dredg- 
ing a deeper channel. 
Fifty or sixty 
acres have already been reclaimed, and 
demonstrate that the scheme is prac- 
ticable. It is estimated that 250 acrea 
can be reclaimed and made perma- 
nently valuable for a park or manufac- 
turing purposes for about as itiany dol- 
lars. 
It is expected that the govern- 
ment will take hold of the matter very 
shortly and lay before the new parlia- 
ment a detailed plan for the proposed 
exposition.

Tho dow bell is to weigh 
nearly ftfteen tons, and the great bell 
in the cathedral at Montreal, hitherto 
the largest on the American continent, 
weighs less than thirteen tons. 
The 
largest in England, the Westminster 
bell, weighs about tho same, whiloone 
in Vienna, tho largest in actual use in 
Europe, weighs about twenty tons. 
The monster of Moscow, which lies 
broken and prostrate, weighed more 
than 200 tons, but it was simply 
a huge mistake, which having failed 
as a bell is now used as a chapel. 
It 
is stated, too, that thero is a mon- 
stronsity somewhere in China that 
weisihs about sixty tons. 


The great Chinese cat call is said to 
be about fourteen feet in height and 
shaped like a barrel. 
Tho Cincinnati 
bell, which is modelled alter a bell in 
Erfurt, Prussia, is 
accounted 
the 
sweetest in the world, is seven feet 
in height and nine in diameter at the 
base. 
The clapper Avill weigh 640 
poudds. 
It is stipulated that the bell 
shall bo so poised that' one man can 
ring it.

Beneath this is the seal of Ohio, 
pierced by tho staffs thut support tho 
Stars and Stripes, which fall in grace- 
ful folds on either side; and beneath 
this is tho seal of the city of Cincin- 
nati.

ORUBS IN A cow's BACH. 


These large white grubs are 
the 
larviB of the cattle bot fly, known as 
hypodermA bovis, a large fly that 
buzzes around cattle in the months of 
I July and August, laying its eggs on 
the hair as does the horse bot fly. 
¡The cattle, licking themselves, take oif 
the eggs, which are swallowed, and 
turning to small grubs in the stomach 
they begin to bore their way through 
the stomach into the muscles of the 
back, 
where 
they 
lie, 
breathing 
through a small hole made in the 
ekin, and living on the pus secreted 
in consequence 
of 
tho 
irritation 
caused by them. 
They will soon force 
their way out of their burrows in the 
cowF, and fall to the ground, into 
which they bore their way and change 
to a pupa or chrysalis, changing to the 
fly in tbe late summer. 
To kill them 
|Vit this time of tho year, squeeze them 
out of the hole and crush them. 
If 
this is not done easily, enlarge the 
whole somewhat by cutting with a 
sharp knife. 
If this were done by all 
concerned, there would be an end of 
this pest, which it is said, damages 
the hides of cattle to the extent of 
S'20,000,000 yearly in the whole of 
North America.—Now York Times. 


INFliUENOE OF OLIMATE ON FOXilAGB. 
Professor Strasburger is 
one of 
those eminent European botanists to 
I whom students in plant life have 
[looked up to as among their greatest 
Iteachers, and it is therefore with some 
jeurprise that Americans read a recent 
paper of his in connection with the in- 
fluence of climate on the structure of 
leaves. 
He takes for an illustration 
Ithe European beech. 
He says that 
Iwhen the beech produces its leaves in 
the deep shade cf the forest, they are 
larger and finer than tho leaves of the 
Hame tree exposed to full sunlight, and 
lirom this he deduces a general princi- 
ple that abundance of sunlight to a 
jdry atmosphere is the reason why 
leaves are thick and small. 
Yet it 
has been for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury placed on record and admitted as 
'an undeniable fact that, in the CH>ie of 
allied species of European and Ameri- 
can trees, the leaves of tho American 
are larger and thinner than the leaves 
of the European. 
The American lin- 
|den has larger and thinner leaves than 
tho EurDpean linden. 
So has the 
¡American sweet chestnut, American 
oak, American buttonwood or syca- 
more, and, in fact, all American trees 
I that have close Euroi^ean allies. 
And 
yet no one will contend for a moment 
that the English climate is dryer, or 
that there is more light or more long- 
continued sunlight in England than 
America. 
It is unfortunate when 
l^reat authorities like Strasburger at- 
tempt to found great scientiiio truths 
on such slender materials.—Meehan's 
Monthly. 


UAVIM SUGAR, 


In the last issue of the Experiment 
itation Record, Volume 7, No. 2, 
lomo interesting data are given con* 
serning maple sugar and sirup, which 
¥ero taken from the New Hampshire 
ICxneriment Station Bulletin No. 25, 
Messrs. A. H. Wood and F. W. Morse 
•eported their conclusions based upon 
Lho analyses of twenty-six samples of 
laplo sirup and of nineteen samples 
laple sugar. 
Their conclusiona are 
given as follows: 


Expeyiments in letting sap stand for 
ieveral 
' i before boiling, iiltoring 
sap, and ' 
^id and slow evaporation 
^ive eii'ect on the compo- 
se sirup, 
^.ps from soft maples were 
lomewhc^ inferior to those of rock 
laples t th in color and flavor, 
JBoilin, the sap did not seem to af- 
fect the iolor of the sirup, but in- 
lured its flavor. Sap that was kepi 
tJve days and then boiled gave one of 
the lightefit colored samples produced. 
The raindity of boiling had little 
influence on the color, samples of 
»irup from 6aj>s that we allowed to 
jlowly simmer away being as liglit 
colored as those fjrom 
s i m i l a r 
aaps 
»oiled rapidly. 


The lightest colored samples were 
»reduced by boiling » quantity of sap 
ntU tltiishcidi 
Without addition 
of 


fresh sap. 
Ono sample produced by 
boiling two quarts of sap in a large 
glass beaker until.it was thick sirup, 
without addition of sap and without 
skimming, had little more color than 
the sap from which it had been made. 
This sap was from covered buckets, 
and was thoroughly strained through 
cloth before boiling. 


Sap filtered through quartz sand pro- 
duced a sirup in no way superior to 
tho preceding, while 
one 
filtered 
through boneblack lostalmost entirely 
the characteristic maple flavor. 


Sap mixed with rain water gave a 
simp objectionably dark colored. 


Dark sugars contained 1 ess saccbarosa 
and more reducing suQ:ar3 than light 
sugars, and had a much lower purity 
coeflioient.—Scientific American. 


M A K L W U P A T I M E - T A B L E . 
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BEtiECTION OF APPIjKS FOR PrjANTINa. 
In the polection of varieties of apples 
for planting a commercial orchard, the 
wants of the markei where tho fruit is 
to be sold requires consideration. 
In 
localities near to largo towns where 
usually a quick and steady market can 
be found for summer and autumn 
apples, early varieties will be found 
moat profitable for the reason thai 
early varieties come 
into bearing 
young, are more productive, and are 
handled with less trouble and expense. 
Early sortn are quickly perishable and 
cannot bo held over for future sales a& 
readily ae winter varieties, in case of g 
glut in the market. 


Few varieties of apples have a wide 
general adaptation for 
commercial 
planting. 
The intending planter oJ 
an orchard can do no better than con- 
sult his neighbors who are practical 
fruit growers 
and find out 
whal 
varieties succeed best and pay the 
most dollars with them. 
Sometimes o 
variety with only a local reputation, 
known only within a limited ranae oi 
territory, succeeds far better within 
its range than any of the standard 
sortK. 
Where such varieties have been 
well tested and can be obtained, plani 
a fair proportion of them. 
As a rule, 
it is better to purchase nursery stock 
propogated as near as possible (othei 
conditions being equal) to the placQ 
where it is to be finally i:>lanted. 
li 
sometimes requires a number of yeara 
for young trees to recover, if thej 
ever do fully, from abrupt changes in 
climate and soil. 
If trees are to be 
procured from a distance it is bettei 
to buy those grown farthest to th« 
north in preference to those grown to 
the south. 


Buy nursery stock direct from the 
grower when possible, as there is less 
likelihood of getting varieties not true 
to name. 
Varieties sometimes get un- 
accountably mised and mistakes often 
occur with the most carefully nursery- 
men. 
When stock passes through the 
hands of one or more dealers who 
generally know little and care less 
about 
names, the 
danger is still 
greater. 
Insist on 
receiving 
the 
varieties ordered and do not let the 
nurseryman 
substitute some 
othei 
variety "equally as good" that you 
know nothing about, for nine timee 
out of ten it will be a sort that nobody 
cares to know anything about. —Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. 


PAliM AND GAKDEii NOTES. 


A great deal of soft corn is given to 
hogs which might much more profit- 
ably be given to cows that are giving 
milk. 


There is considerable nutrition in 
the succulent cob of soft corn, and 
this is lost when the pig gets it. Give 
it to the cows. 


Sweet corn can be readily saved for 
seed, even while green, if tho ear ia 
cut from the stalk and hung up to 
dry. It is still better if exposed, with 
the husk stripped fj^m it, but at- 
tached to the butt, tu a temperature 
of 120 degrees. 


It is the usual practice because most 
convenient to roll fields by going 
around tho whole or dividing into sep- 
arate lands. 
But there are frequent 
occasions, especially in the fall, where 
ono part of a plowed field is better for 
being rolled, while other parts do bet- 
ter if left rough as the drill or drag 
has filled them. 


Hogs get too much corn on mosi 
farms. 
They will fatten better on i 
more varied ration, 
Oows rechew all 
their food, and will waste very little 
if they are fed soft corn, 
It is an ex* 
cellcntfood to make rich milk, though 
of coarse care must be taken not to 
feed enough to fatten the cow. 
This 
rarely happens when the cow is a good 
milker. 


Objectionable trees are killed in the 
best way by stripping the bark from 
them for a few feet from the ground 
just when the foliage is fully expand- 
ed in the spring. Leave the tree stand 
as it will, then continue to draw on 
the store house of tho roots for sup- 
plies, without adding anything to it. 
When fall comes the roots are ex- 
hausted, and if the trees be out down 
then no sprouts are likely to succeed 
it. 


All food is composed of certain well- 
defined elements or compounds. Milk 
and flesh—including in the term flesh 
all that goes to build up the body oj 
an animal-milk and flesh are roughlj 
composed of tho same elements, and 
if an animal takes a certain portion of 
its food to make milki so much less ii 
available for making flesh. It ^eemi 
to us that we must take our ojioice, 
one or tho other.

Pins Represent tho E x a c t 
Starting 
Time and Arrival of liach Train 
—Tho Uso of Strings. 


TO the averap:e man a railway 
J 
time-table is a more or less 
perplexing thing, from which 
tho desired information can 
only bo vrested after much careful 
study. 
Even when all seems plain 
sailiníT a little asterisk often carries 
the traveler to the bottom of the page 
with diabolical i?lee, and there informs 
him that the train upon which ho has 
set his heart runs only Sundays, or 
does not run Saturdays, or in some 
other way upsets his plans, 
Bail way 
men say that time-tables are simpler 
than they were ten yeara ago. 


The operation of makini? up a time- 
tablo is a comparatively simple one as 
pursued by most roads. 
As a rule,the 
passenger time-table is made up twice 
a year, for the summer and winter 
seasons. 
In 
the General 
Superm- 
tendent's room in the Grand Central 
Station there stands a huj^e time 
board, which has made up a great 
many tables for the New York Central 
and Hudson Eiver Railroad. 
It occu- 
pies half ono side of the room, and 
extends from the floor to the ceiling. 
Upon it are ruled vertically twenty- 
four heavy black lines, the space be- 
tween each of ^hich 
represents one 
hour. 
Between these are 
smaller 
black lines, which cut the hour up into 
spaces 
of 
five 
minutes each, 
the 
quarter-hours being green and the half- 
hours blue. 
From the bottom of the 
board, extending upward, the names 
of all the stations on the line are 
printed along the side. 
They are at 
varying intervals, corresponding to the 
distance in miles between each station. 
From each station a heavy black lino 
runs horizontally across the bonrcl. 
When a table is made up, a pin is 
stuck in the interval at the bottom of 
the board, 
representine: the 
exact 
time at which each train starts. 
An- 
other pin is placed at the interval 
representing the time at which it will 
arrive. 
A string is then stretched 
from one pin to the other, nnd repre- 
sents the passage of tho train. 
The 
points at which the string intersects 
tho horizontal lines leading across the 
board from the different stations repre- 
sent the time at which it will pass each 
station, 


Trains running into New York are 
represented by strings running from 
left to right, and those going out are 
shown from right to left. 
Supposing 
it is desired to start a train from New 
York at 4 o'clock which will arrive at 
Albany by 8 o'clock, a pin is placed at 
the 4: o'clock line at the bottom of the 
board and another at tho S o'clock 
line oiiposite Albany. 
All the hori- 
zontal lines cut by the string which 
stretches from -pin to pit. will show 
the time of arrival at each station on 
the route. 
The faster the train the 
neaier to vertióle is the string, while 
the slower it is the greater angle will 
the string make with the hor^outal 
lines across the board. 
When the 
trains are all ]pl^ced on the board it 
presents a perfect network of strings. 
Intricate as it appears, a finger can in- 
stantly be put upon the time of ar- 
rival of a train at any given station. 
The laovements of all trains are thus 
shown for the 
whole 
twenty-four 
hours, and any discrex^ancy isimmedi* 
ately apparent, such as trains running 
dangerously close together. 


This simplicity is only found on 
roads with four or six tracks. 
Whore 
there is only a single track, the board 
is much more complex. 
As soon as 
tho tables are shown on the boajrd, and 
everything is seen to be all right, the 
results aro printed in the time-tables, 
and the board is rarely used until an- 
other table is make up. 
Where there 
is only ono track the strings are al- 
ways kept on the board, which is in 
constant use. 


Freight trains are not often run on 
regular time. 
They are generally 
sent out by tho train dispatcher as 
soon as they are made up and the road 
is olear. 
Some freights are, however, 
run on regular time, while the others, 
called extras, have to get along when 
they can, 
sidetracking 
whan they 
would be in the way of passenger 
trains. 


All tho calculations on the big time 
board are made upon the assuoiptipn 
that the train travels at a uniform 
speed throughout. 
When tho rate of 
travel is not tho same, owing to heavy 
grades or the like, allowances have to 
bo made at those points where the 
speed is lessened. 
The use of thÍÉ 
board is not necessary when local 
trains are temporarily put on or oíí, 
and it is fully strung up only twice a 
year.—New York Tribune.

DISPUTE,

The time is not far distant when, for 
tho fourth time, tho United Stntos will 
bocomo involved in au 
international 
boundary dispute. 
This tiino it \vill 
affain bo with Groat Britaint and tho 
quostiou at issue will bo tho exact lo- 
cation of tile boundary lino between 
southeastern Alaska and British 
Co- 
lumbia. 
When the Russians transfer- 
red Alaska to tho I'uited States 
in 
1SG7 it was understood that the ques- 
tion of boundary was delinitely sot- 
tlpd. 
The authority for this belief Avas 
the treaty between Russia and Great 
Britain, made hi 1825. 
In this treaty 
it was ajireed that the boundary of 
southeastern Alaska should be on tho 
south, tlie line which later In the ad- 
ministration of Tolk became so well 
known in the popular expression: "Fif- 
ty-four forty\ or light." 
From 
Tort- 
land Channel, which indents the coast 
at this point, tlio line extending north 
always ten marine leagues from tho 
ocean. 
Tho western boundary of tho 
main body of Alaska was iixed at the 
141st degree of west longitude, placing 
It forever beyond dispute. 


Siuee that treaty 
the question 
of 
boundary has not been raised 
until 
within tho last few years. 
AVhen Sec- 
retary Seward paid Rusia $7,200.000 in 
gold for what was tlien popularly sup- 
posed to be an arctic wilderness few 
people thought that tho vast area of 
land would ever be of sulllcient im- 
portance to even lend dignity to an in- 
ternational dispute. 
But since two of 
its smallest Islands alone have 
con- 
trolled the sealskin supply of the -world 
and its salmon flsherles have supplied 
tho market and gold mines have beeu 
discovered In Alaska, the people of the 
United States have been sloMiy forced 
to acknowledge the wisaom and fore- 
sight of Lincoln's Secretary of State in 
acquiring 
this 
valuable 
possession. 
Not so slow has England been in real- 
izing tile situation and tlio possibility 
of her gaining control of the interior 
gold iields.
